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MAJOR ATTRACTIONS 


JOHOR BAHRU There are a variety of places to visit in 
Johor Bahru, more popularly known as JB. The renowned 
Royal Sultan Abu Bakar Museum is one of them. In 1866, 
Sultan Abu Bakar the father of modern Johor built the 
magnificent Istana Besar (Grand Palace) as his official 
residence. Today it houses the Royal Sultan Abu Bakar 
Museum, showcasing rare and beautiful treasures from 
all over the world. On top of the hill overlooking the 
Straits of Johor not far from the Istana Besar, stands the 
magnificent Sultan Abu Bakar Mosgue, one of the most 
beautiful old mosgues in Malaysia. It took eight years to 
build and was completed in 1900. The mosgue can 
accommodate 2,000 worshippers. The Sultan Ibrahim 
Building is another popular attraction in JB as it was 
once used as a fortress and a command centre during 
the Second World War. Today, it houses the state 
secretariat and other offices of the state government. 
For visiting purposes, obtain prior permission from the 
security personnel on duty between 8.00am to 
4.30pm. 

Opening Hours: Royal Sultan Abu Bakar Museum: 
9.00am - 5.00pm (Closed on Friday). 


DANGA BAY Situated along the popular Lido Beach, Danga 
Bay is a great place to unwind, relax and just watch the city 
go by. Sample the delicious fare available from the number 
of restaurants serving both local and international cuisine. 
Pick up a unique souvenir from the handicrafts stalls 
nearby. | 


JOHOR TOURIST INFORMATION CENTRE Popularly 
known as JOTIC, this is a one-stop centre for visitors to 
get a better understanding of Johor. Drop by the Johor 
Tourism Department or Tourism Malaysia Johor office 
housed in the building for any assistance, to ensure your 
stay in Johor is a pleasant one. 


DATARAN BANDARAYA (CITY SQUARE) Built to 
commemorate the declaration of Johor Bahru as a city, 
Dataran Bandaraya or City Square is a popular venue for 
parades and stage shows. Surrounded by numerous 
food stalls, it is an evening hang-out and is a popular 
place to take evening strolls on nearby Tebrau Beach. 
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JOHOR AREA REHABILITATION ORGANISATION 
(JARO) The Johor Area Rehabilitation Organisation 
or JARO is located along Jalan Sungai Chat where 
visitors can purchase baskets, bedspreads, 
furniture, soft toys and various other products made 
by the disabled.

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ARTS HALL) This is a double-storey bungalow with 
a sprawling lawn in the elite residential housing 
estate of Johor Bahru, which houses artifacts from) 
all over Southeast Asia.

STREETS OF HARMONY Coined to describe the 
unique sight of several places of worship existing 
side by side, these 'streets of harmony' actually 
cover several sections in the city. It starts from the 
Sultan Ibrahim Building and centres around Jalan 
Trus and Jalan Wong Ah Fook. Visitors can see 
mosques, temples and churches in close proximity 
creating a harmonious and peaceful surrounding. 


DESARU Desaru boasts 25 km of inviting beaches 
fringed by palms and casuarinas. It lies in the 
southeastern corner of Johor, approximately 98 km 
from Johor Bahru. The waters here are conducive 
for swimming, waterskiing, canoeing and catamaran 
sailing. Enjoy a host of recreational activities here 
including go-karting and ultralight aircraft flying. 
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KOTA TINGGI WATERFALLS Located about 15 km 
from Kota Tinggi town, this is a much-visited 
attraction in the district. Its renowned 34-metre high 
waterfall and terraced pools are ideal natural 
backdrops for rest, relaxation, fun and frolic. It is a 
lovely sight to watch the water cascading down, 
with the 600m-high Gunung (Mount) Muntahak in 
the background. 


MERSING Located about 140km to the north of 
Johor Bahru, Mersing is a bustling fishing town on 
the East Coast of Peninsular Malaysia. The town is 
the departure point to popular islands such as 
Tioman and Rawa Island. 


MUZIUM NANAS (THE JOHOR PINEAPPLE MUSEUM) 
The museum is located in Pontian and is a 45 
minutes' drive from Johor Bahru. It comprises of 
different sections which contain artefacts, exhibits 
and publications about the pineapple industry in 
Malaysia. At the museum garden, visitors can 
observe the differences among the 18 varieties of 
pineapples grown there. The museum is open daily 
from 8am to 4.30pm and charges an entrance fee of 
RM2 for adults. Free admission is offered to children 
under the age of 12 as well as students in school 
uniform. 
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CULTURAL PERFORMANCES Since traditional 
Malay dances are very popular in Johor, you will be 
treated to cultural performances on many occasions. 
The Kuda Kepang and Zapin represent the best of 
the traditional Malay dances in Johor. Kuda Kepang 
isa dance performed in rich costumes and using 
=» woven horses. The dance denotes warriors on 
horseback in battle and slowly gains momentum 
until it becomes more vigorous when victory is 
M celebrated. Ghazal and Barongan are the backbone 
ee of traditional Malay music. Ghazal involves a small 
Exgroup of musicians playing both traditional and 
LXmodern instruments, and is usually performed at 
official functions. 
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| ISLANDS OFF MERSING 


Like a necklace of glittering jewels, the islands of Sibu, Rawa, Pemanggil, Aur, Tinggi, 
Besar, Tengah, Mensirip and Hujung lay nestled off Johor's eastern coast. They are 
accessible from Mersing, a charming coastal town and the jump-off point to the 
world-renowned Tioman Island. However the Sibu Group of Islands as well as Tinggi 
Island and Apil Island are best accessible from the Tanjung Leman jetty, 60km from 
Mersing. Simple resorts are the order of the day on these idyllic secluded getaways, all 
boasting beautiful beaches with shady cool trees and clear waters.

Desaru is easily accessible from Singapore and the northern areas of Peninsular Malaysia 
via Kota Tinggi. The journey takes approximately an hour and a half from Johor Bahru to 
Desaru. Changi Ferry Terminal operates ferry services between Changi Ferry Terminal in 
Singapore and Tanjung Belungkor Ferry Terminal in Johor.
